Claim 35. (Currently Amended) Bone material for the prevention and 
treatment of osteomyelitis, which material is provided with antimicrobial peptides (AMPs) 
consisting of peptides having an amino acid sequence selected from the group consisting of 
KRLFKKLKFSLRKY (SEQ ID NO: 7), KRLFKKLLFSLRKY (SEQ ID NO: 8) and 
LLLFLLKKRKKRKY (SEQ ID NO: 9), wherein said AMPs can be released to the 
surrounding area for a period of time and wherein the bone material forms a resorbable bone 
cement after curing and the AMPs are distributed homogeneously in the cured resorbable 
bone cement. 

Claims 36-63. (Canceled) 

Claim 64. (Previously Presented) The bone material as claimed in 

claim 35, wherein the N-terminus of the amino acid sequence is amidated. 

Claim 65. (Previously Presented) The bone material as claimed in 

claim 35, wherein the C -terminal carboxylic acid group is replaced by an amide, ester, 
ketone, aldehyde or alcohol group. 
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Claim 66. (Currently Amended) A method of manufacturing bone 

material as claimed in claim 35, wherein the bone material is cured to a resorbable bone 

cement and wherein the AMPs are distributed homogeneously in the cured bone cement. 

Claim 67. (Previously Presented) The method as claimed in claim 

66, wherein the AMPs are dissolved in liquid medium, preferably water, and mixed with the 
bone material after curing thereof. 

Claim 68. (Currently Amended) The method as claimed in claim 66, 
wherein the cured resorbable bone cement is formed to a granulate. 
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
